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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 were pending, examined, and rejected. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and favorable action in this case. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 3, 10, 12, and 19 were objected to because for an antecedent basis issue. 
Applicants have amended each of the objected to claims to address this issue. 

Rejections under 35 U>S.C. SlOl 

Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Applicants have amended claim 1 1 to recite "storage 
medium" consistent with the Examiner's suggestion, for which Applicants wish to express their 
appreciation. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C, §102 

Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,904,143, issued to Peterson et al (hereinafter, "Peterson"). 

With respect to Claim 2, Applicants traverse the rejection because the reference does not 
teach expressly or inherently all of the claim elements. For example, Peterson does not teach 
expressly or inherently interpretation results that include a duration for a system prompt . 
Although Peterson discusses certain durations and timings, Peterson does not describe a system 
that expressly or inherently results the indicate system prompt durations. In FIG 3e of Peterson, 
for example, the timing information is sufficient only to indication the timing between state 
transitions. This information is not sufficient, however, to distinguish, for example, how much 
of a state transition duration was attributable to the duration of a system prompt and how much 
time was attributable to the user's response to a prompt. Thus, Peterson does not expressly or 
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inherently teach all elements of claim 2. Analogous reasoning applies to the rejections of claim 
1 and claim 1 1 and, by their dependencies, to all of the dependent claims.
